A pair of d ark -rimmed spectacle» 
rests securely upon a nose that is too 
largo ami flat to be comely . 
The face 
is brown as a berry with age. 
But the 
d eep lines about the mouth and und er 
the ey es ind icate strength of character 
and mind . 
His ey e is blue and bright, 
lighting up a face that is easy of varied 
ex pressions. 
His liair is gray and long. 
Perhaps he is six feet high, or was be­ 
fore he was slightly stooped with y ears. 
He has passed by six y ears the three­ 
score and ton mark which is stated in 
d ivine law as the length of a man’s life. 
Six ty y ears ago he started to be an 
actor, the first and only one of a large 
family to ad opt the stage as a profession. 
During these six ty y ears he has had a 
remark able ex perience, running the 
whole garnet of .strong characters and 
wond erful theatrical events, acting with 
all the great actors and actresses who 
are now a trad ition to us. 
I met him 
this morning with Mr. Palmer, of the 
Mad ison Sq uare Theater, and in the 
short hour or so wo sat and listened to 
his reminiscences, I noticed that every 
man who passed us took off his hat 
reverently to thé curious citizen I had 
just met. 
Who is this strange man ? He is an 
old -timer, the favorite in Philad elphia. 
All y our old people will remember him. 
Who is it? Why , Charles 11. Thorne, 
or old Charley Thorne, as he is called 
by almost every bod y . 
What a singular 
history he has ! 
“How well I remember Philad elphia," 
said he to me. 
“I had a curious ex ­ 
perience with Ed win Forrest there 
once. 
I went from Boston to Philad el­ 
phia and play ed an engagement at the 
Arch Street Theater, then managed by 
Duffy and Forrest. 
William Forrest, 
Mr. Duffy ’s partner, was a brother of 
Ed win and here my wife and I play ed 
lead ing parts for $5 0 a w eek . This was 
in the forties. 
We had play ed ‘Bfazep- 
pa,’ when Ed w in Forrest was announced 
for a week 's engagement in his heroic 
characters. 
I was cast to support him. 
The opening 
play was 
Dr. Bird ’s 
‘Orraloosa’ and I was cast as Pizarro. 
The d ay w e were to open I was very 
sick and Dr. McClellan, the father of 
General McClellan, forbad e my going 
to the theater, but William Forrest 
came and said they could not get a sub­ 
stitute to play my part, and I w ent and 
d id the best I could . 
In the fourth act, 
after my sword fight with Mr. Forrest 
and I am slain, he puts his foot on me 
stand s in a heroic attitud e as the cur­ 
tain goes d own. 
In d oing this he trod 
on me with unnecessary force. 
He had 
evid ently lost himself in the ex citement 
of the moment. 
After the curtain was 
well d own I arose and said : 
‘Mr For­ 
rest, I came out of a sick bed to play 
this part, and I think y ou should at 
least have some little consid eration for 
an actor, though he may not be as great 
as y ourself.’ 
“The only response I got was a 
grunt, and it angered me so that I 
pick ed up a sword that I had d ropped 
when I w as supposed to be slain and 
threw' it at his head . 
He d od ged and 
escaped a serious injury .

But this 
d id not satisfy the aud ience, and they 
k ept up a tum ult that nearly d estroy ed 
the play . 
“After the theater I was stand ing on 
the front steps when Mr. Forrest came 
round and passed into the box -office to 
settle his accounts. 
He was alway s 
scrupulously ex act in money matters, 
and got his salary or percentage every 
night after the performance. 
That was 
an inex orable rule with him 
As he 
saw me he became very angry and said : 
‘Is it y ou who has been raising this riot 


to-night?’ ‘No, sir, I have had nothing 
to d o with any d isturbance, and I wish 
no communication with y ou whatever.’ 
After ho left his brother came and 
ask ed my self and wife to return. 
We 
d id so and play ed 
a successful engage­ 
ment, 
“I then returned to Now York and 
became manager of the New Chatham 
Theater. 
Mr. Forrest about this time 
came to play at the Bowery Theater, 
but his engagement thero was a failure. 
One d ay I received a note from him 
say ing that he would lik e to see me at 
2 o’clock . 
Promptly at that hour he 
appeared at my theater, shook hand s 
with me and said : 
‘Mr. Thorne, I have 
mad e a failure at the other house. 
I 
want to play an engagement with y ou.' 
‘Very well. How much d o y ou want?’ 
‘I w ill play a w'eek for $1,000,’ said he. 
I stepped to my d esk , wrote a check 
for the amount and hand ed it to him, 
say ing: 
‘You arc engaged .’ 
He came 
and play ed with me a week , I support­ 
ing him and casting tho piece in mag­ 
nificent sty le. 
I mad e money out of 
the engagement and engaged him for a 
second week for tho samo amount. 
From this time we were alway s the best 
of friend s. 
“But talk about great casts. I play ed 
one engagement at tho Bowery Thea­ 
ter in 184 8 that was the most memorable 
in the annals of all that time. 
Tho 
play was ‘Julius Cicsar.’ Mr. Hamblin, 
the manager, who was a splend id actor, 
play ed Brutus; Junius Brutus Booth, 
the eld er, play ed Cassius; Ed win For­ 
rest play ed Blare Antony and I play ed 
Octavius. 
Just see how theatricals 
have ad vanced . 
With such characters, 
if we got $800 in tho house it was big 
business. 
What would n’t that cast d o 
to-d ay if it could be put on the stage 
of any theater ? 
You could get $20,000 
a w'eek easier than y ou could have got 
$5 ,000 th en .”— Ph ila d elp h ia 
Times.

In a play now' running in Boston an 
actor leaps head long from the walls of 
a prison into apparent water. 
He act­ 
ually falls twenty -three feet clear in tho 
sight of the aud ience. 
The d evice by 
which he escapes injury is ingenious. 
A canvas cone is fix ed 
und er the 
stage with its large end even w'ith the 
stage, w hich is arranged to represent 
water. 
The rubber cloth is cut across 
in its center, the cuts reaching half way 
from the center to the ed ge. 
The ring 
or ed ge of this circle is hung on thick 
rubber springs. 
As the cone narrows 
to its apex three other rings are d is­ 
posed at proper intervals, covered with 
a netting that easily break s, afford ing 
only slight resistance. 
Now' when the 
head foremost leap is mad e, the leaper 
covers first twenty -three feet of clear 
space unresisted . 
He thou strik es the 
center of the d iaphragm, and tho rubber 
cloth, partially giving way , still offers 
some resistance, and , clinging around 
his should ers, retard s his progress with­ 
out harming him at all. 
The nex t, and 
the nex t, and still the nex t, or last ring 
in turn offer enough resistance to check 
the fall, until the apex of the cone, by 
its narrowing, hold s the d iver in a 
close embrace about the should ers, 
with his head protrud ing from the 
opening. 
Thus far the d iver has not 
hurt himself.-—•JC.rrh a n g e.

Above all, d o not overrate the work 
which lies before y ou. 
In all probabil­ 
ity y ou will not be the architect, y ou 
will only carry a few brick s to help 
build the great temple; y ou will not be 
a captain in the army ; y ou are fortu­ 
nate if y ou can give a cup of cold water 
to refresh the fighting men. 
There is 
a slang phrase in use in some parts of 
the country which ex presses the con­ 
viction of most y oung people concern­ 
ing life. It is, “One must k eep up with 
the procession. ” 
You are not on parad e; y ou are not 
marching for the public to look at and 
applaud . 
You have a little work to d o, 
in a q uiet, thorough way . There is only 
One who will see or k now how well and 
thoroughly it is d one. 
If y ou k eep 
these wholesome facts in mind d uring 
the y ear, y our nex t birthd ay will be 
happier 
and 
brighter than this.—

MEN WHO “ WANT IT PURE.” 


W h at an ITp-Town G rocer Say* C on cern ­ 
in g th e A d u lte r ation of S pices. 
“ Give me a quarter of a pound of black 
pepper,” said a customer to an up-iown 
grocer recently. 
“ I want it pure.” 
The grocer took down a little package 
done up in tin foil and adorned with a yel­ 
low label bearing the legend: 
“ Pure Black 
Pepper.” 
-This is what sells for black pepper, but 
seeing I know you pretty well I don’t mind 
telling you there’s not a grain of black pep- 
l>er in it. 
I worked for five years in the 
milling room of a spice-mill, and I’m on to 
the business from end to end. 
Now, this 
particular spice is made this w ay: 
Take 
eighty-six pounds of fine ground bran mixed 
with pulverized charcoal—the last to repre­ 
sent the black hull of the pepper grain; 
then add tifteen pounds of ground cayenne 
pepper and there you have 100 pounds of 
pure.black pepper. 
“ It's the same way with mustard,’ the 
grocer continued. 
-Fifteen 
to 
twenty 
pounds of cayenne pepper, tho balance of 
cheap wheat flour colored yellow, makes 100 
pounds of genuine mustard. 
1 he highest 
grades, which aren’t often retailed, contain 
as much as one-half of real mustard. 
But 
cream of tartar is the biggest swindle. 
A 
fifteen pound can of the low grade contains 
one pound of tartaric acid and fourteen of 
terra alba. 
The terra alba is a mild alkali 
and neutralizes the effect of 
the acid. 
Higher grades of the mixture contain a 
trifle more tartaric acid. 
“ You probably think you’ve eaten sorai 
cinnamon in your time,” the grocer went 
on. 
“ Well, you haven’t 
1 don’t suppose 
there’s ten pounds of cinnamon bark in the 
United States. 
What passes for cinnamon 
is tho bark of the cassia tree. 
This is adul­ 
terated with a still coarser bark, known as 
vera. 
The article is also mixed with 
peas and roast bran. 
I need not tell you 
about roost coffee; everybody knows about 
that 
It's just the same way through the 
whole list of spices. 
If you could smuggle 
yourself into tho basement of some spice 
mill you would find bins of bran, peas, terra 
alba, etc.” —New York Mail and Express.
